Croix river, in Chisago county, at a
int where the section line between sections twenty-soven and thirty-four,
in township thirty-five, north of range nineteen west of the fourth mere-
dian, intersects said river, for the period of fifteen years, and no other
1;'ez-ry shall be established within one mile oither above or below said
oint.

That the esid John Hamilton shall at all times keep n safe Wpat tind of
boat or boats, in good repair, sufficient for the accommodation of all per-  kep.
sons wishing to croes said ferry, and shall give prompt and ready attend-
anca on sauengers and teams on all occasions, and at all hours, both at
night or day; but persons wishing to cross at zaid ferry (at night) after ¢
o may be charged double the fare as hereinafter preacribed.

The said John Hamilton shall, within six months after the pas-
sage of this act, file or cause to ba filed with the elerk of the of
county commissioners of Chisago county, a bond to the said board of
commissioners with two or more good, sufficient sureties, to be approved
by the eaid Commissioners in the penal sum of five hundred dollars, con-~
ditioned that they will fulfill all the duties that are imposed upon them in
the foregoing sections; and in case of their failare or neglect so to do, they
ghall forfeit all the benefits that might have accrued to them from the
passage of this act,

s e eed  Sec. 5. For overy mneglect in keeping good and sufficient boats, or

Tboat. failure to give prompt and due attendance, the said John Hamilton shall
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dollars, to be recovered by a civil action
before any court having competent jurisdiction.

Dams ges. Sgo. 6. Any person who shall sustain any injury by the negligence of
the said Johr Hamilton, or any ferryman in his employ, may have a rem-
edy on the bond required by this act.
